An Ordinance amending General 
Ordinance No. G-14-81 dealing 
with animals. 




Section 1 . That portion of Section 6-1 of General 
Ordinance No. G-14-81 entitled Restraint is hereby repealed 
in its entirety and the following is substituted therefor: 


RESTRAINT : Any animal secured by leash or lead, 

or under the physical control of the animal's owner 
or attending party, or within the real property 
limits of its owner. 

Section 2 . The following amendments are also made 
to General Ordinance No. G-14-81: 


Section 6-4-(1) is repealed in its entirety and the 
following is substituted therefor: 


No person shall confine or allow his or her animal 
to remain outside without access to appropriate shelter 
ifrom the elements. 




ection 6-4-(26) is repealed in its entirety and the 

following is substituted therefor: 

No person shall allow the continuous barking, yelping, 
p whining, or howling of a dog. The animal control officer 
take steps to immediately correct the situation 
and cause the noise to be abated, either through 
issuance of a citation, or impounding the animal if 
no owner or agent can be found at the time of the 
disturbance. 


Article VII Penalties/Violations Section 21 is repealed 
in its entir ety and the following is substituted 
therefor:

Each offense shall be considered as a 
separate offense and subject to fine and/ 
or other disposition as herein provided. 



(3) In the event that an animal is retained at the 

Shelter because its owner has been in violation of 
this ordinance, the person redeeming the animal 
by paying the fine shall also be subject to paying 
for medical bills incurred for routine shots for 
animals at the Animal Control Shelter. 


(4) Violators, upon conviction, may be given the 
opportunity to work at the Animal Control Shelter 
and/or participate in a humane education program, 
if so recommended by the court. 

(5) Each twenty-four (24) hours that a violation occurs 
will be considered a separate offense and can be 
cited as such. 

(6) Violations of any provision of this ordinance may 
result in immediate impoundment of animal(s). 

(7) Violation of any provision of this ordinance may 
result in revocation of any permits. 


Section 3 . In all respect except as herein repealed 
and amended said General Ordinance No. G-14-81 shall be in 


full force and effect. 

Section 4 . SEVERABILITY 

(1) If any part of this ordinance shall be held invalid, 
such part shall be deemed severable and the 
invalidity thereof shall not affect the remaining 
parts of this ordinance. 

Section 5. EFFECTIVE DATES OF THIS ORDINANCE 


(1) This ordinance shall be in full force and effect 

from and after its passage, approval by the Mayor, 
and legal publication or legal posting thereof.
